There s nothing hard to understand about 
the coat-holders at Belgrade. 
It’s the most natural thing in the world 
for them to want the United States and the 
Soviet Union to quit squabbling.

That would be a thumping request by the 
neutralists, because their toppling is first 
in the order of importance.

American Tourists Iii Kussia 


The New York Times correspondent 
in 
Moscow reports that many United States 
tourists in Russia are undergoing a marked 
change in attitude during their visits to the 
motherland of communism. 


They 
start 
out 
with 
a 
feeling of un 
easiness about Soviet space feats, military 
buildups and educational advancements. They 
wind up their tours in bitterness over the 
feeling that they have been duped by what 
they were led to believe hack home. 
The transition is sparked as they see for 
themselves the discomforts of the average 
Russian’s day-to-day life. 
It is virtually impossible to have clothes 
drycleaned. The food in the restaurants is 
usually terrible and the .service matches 


it. 
The buildings they see are shabby, the 
apartments are tiny and 
incredibly over­ 
crowded, the stores have little if anything 
that thev are interested in buying, even for 
souvenirs. The Russian mode of dress strikes 
them as no mode at all. 
It is not unusual, the correspondent writes. 
lo hear the Americans wondering if the So­ 
viets actually did send a man into space. 


WHAT THE U.S. tourists have experienced, 
of course, is a face-to-face encounter with 
the fundamental 
difference 
between 
their 
« a v of life and Communism’s way of life. 
The United States has become wealthy 
and powerful because its whole economic 
system is based on the rewards for individ­ 
ual enterprise. An American naturally gauges 
the worth or progress of another country by 
the benefits which its 
people 
enjoy—the 
.standard of living 
The Soviet Union sees personal benefits 
for its people as the least important con 
acieration in its campaign to catch up with 


the economic status of the United States. 
Unable under such a system to do every­ 
thing at once, it is able to concentrate its 
national energies on specific goals where it 
can quickly make a 
relatively 
superior 
showing. 


That the showing may cover up vast weak­ 
nesses in the system strikes the American 
as a sham Knowing the kind of life he has 
and the related economic power of his coun­ 
try. he finds it hard to understand how the 
Russian people can put up with the kind 
of life they have to lead. 
It is foolhardy, however, lo assume that 
they do just because they live under a dic­ 
tatorship. although that certainly has som e­ 
thing to do with it. The Russians have 
heen conditioned bv their history and their 
government to accept their way of life. 


THEY HANE the same desires for ma­ 
terial comforts that people elsewhere have, 
but they live with the dictator's promise that 
those things will come to them eventually. 
In the meantime, they have national pride 
in their space achievements and even see 
those achievements as further evidence that 
eventually the persona! improvement 
will 
come to them. 
The Russian is expected to sacrifice his 
personal wants for the sake of the end his 
government wants. The American expects 
hts government to gear its wants to his. 
The most discerning American tourist, the 
Times correspondent says, comes away from 
Russia with an attitude of mixed skepticism 
and concern about the 
Russian 
scientific 
adv ancemcnt.s. 
He does not underrate the actual achieve­ 
ments of the Soviet system, but he has re­ 
newed faith 
in the preferability and 
the 
soundness of bis own system.

Not infrequently, the experience 
eauses the learner to continue his 
education as a graduate student 
And frequently it c a u s e s the 
learner to continue his education 
as a laborer in the vineyard. He 
becomes a teacher 
There is, then, this other kind 
of 
education, 
which 
must 
he 
thought 
of 
separately, 
because 
it’s not 
job training but 
mind 
training 
Employers don t sniff at it the 
way they used to when some of 
us learned 
that diplomas 
were 
one thing and jobs another. Some 
corporations that can afford 
to 
wait for peaches to ripen now put 
non - trade - school graduates on 
their pavrolls and wait for their 
educated minds to mature on the 
job 
They hire potentiality 
and 
think they are getting a bargain 
Not every kid in high school 
knows what he would study for if 
he went to college 
Next June. 
some 
graduating 
seniors 
still 
won t know what thev want to do. 


Contrary to an idea still gaining 
currency, civilization isn’t going 
to be saved by the people who 
knew all along they wanted to 
build bomb: or make manpower 
obsolete. 


It will need a few' of the minds 
that look at the moon and think 
of poetry instead of getting there 
before the Russians. 


It will need minds that look at 
the world 
whole—not that this 
kind of education can he guar­ 
anteed but that this kind tries to 
present the world whole, instead 
of in fragments of specialization, 
each fragment managed by spe­ 
cialists. 
There’s 
nothing 
disgraceful 
about saying, “ I don’t know yet” 
when asked your purpose in pur­ 
suing education. 
A tremendous experience awaits 
those who have the privilege of 
making up their minds. They can 
explore the wonderful world of 
learning as they live—and learn.

Anyone who plays 
it must figure out not merely the 
next move but the move after 
the next and sometimes two or 
three moves afterward, too. 
Basically 
the 
Soviet 
premier 
knows that any n u c l e a r war 
means devastation as well as de­ 
struction of human lives in his 
own country. 
He knows that, no matter how 
quickly he may wipe out bases 
inside the United States by strik­ 
ing the first blow, he cannot at 
the same time render powerless 
all the manned bombers that are 
in the air or located at overseas 
bases but, most important of all, 
how can he be sure that American 
submarines — hidden under the 
seas, with their Polaris missiles 
—cannot still inflict terrible de­ 
struction on his own people? 
Would he risk the loss of even 
two or three million lives out of 
his total population? Whose lives 
would these be? Nobody in Rus­ 
sia can know, so a whole nation 
would become fearful 
Taking it for granted, therefore. 
that Nikita Khrushchev will not 
risk antagonizing his own people 
by making them so apprehensive 
of his action as to cause them to 
overthrow him, then what is the 
Soviet ruler’s strategy? 
A player who knows he holds 
advantages on the chess hoard 
plans to follow them up delib­ 
erately and thus win the game 
The Soviet premier has made up 
his mind to win the B e r l i n 
game first.

They talk big but he assumes 
they will not act big. Take, for 
instance, what has happened since 
the sealing off of the border of 
East Berlin.

All Mr. Khrushchev has to do 
is to read the news dispatches 
coming now' from London, Pans 
and Washington, and he will reas­ 
sure himself that. even if he signs 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany, the West will not take 
any retaliatory’ action in a mili­ 
tary sense.

What, therefore, is left? Are the 
Western countnes just going to

If he wins Berlin, 
will he stop there? 


UNFORTUNATELY, most peo­ 
ple in the West have been led to 
believe that there is no wav out 
short of war and they already are 
saying: 
“ Berlin

w ar,” They do not see that be­ 
hind the Khrushchev 
maneuvers 
on the world chess 
board 
are 
dangerous threats 
to

his 
advantages in other areas. 


He has his apparatus operating 
at full speed in Latin America, 
Africa and Asia. 
America is 
striving 
to 
offset 
this by a big foreign aid pro­ 
gram. This is important, but it 
is of a long-range character and 
cannot at once frustrate the ac­ 
tivities in which the Soviets now 
are engaged on every continent.

THE WEST has the power to 
contain the Soviets in their own 
area and. to use a famous phrase 
of President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, to “quarantine” a potential 
enemy, 
The A m e r i c a n government, 
moreover, along with other West­ 
ern 
governments, 
could 
appro­ 
priate enough money to help com ­ 
pensate their own citizens who 
might be financially hurt br the 
economic blockade Measure* like 
these are drastic but they’ are bet­ 
ter than a nuclear war.

The New’ York Times correspondent

Moscow reports that many United States 
tourists in Russia are undergoing a marked 
change in attitude during their visits to the 
motherland of communism.

easiness about Soviet space feats, military 
buildups and educational advancements. They 
wind up their tours in bitterness over the 
feeling that they have been duped by what 
they were led to believe back home 
The transition is sparked as they see for 
themselves the discomforts of the average 
Russian's day-to-day life. 
It is virtually impossible to have clothes 
drycleaned. The food rn the restaurants is 
usually terrible and 
the service matches 
it. 
The buildings they see are shabby, the 
apartments are tiny and 
incredibly over­ 
crowded, tile stores ba vc little if anything 
that thev are interested in buying, even for 
souvenirs. The Russian mode of dress strikes 
them as no mode at all. 
It is not unusual, the correspondent writes, 
to hear the Americans wondering if the So­ 
viets actually did send a man into space. 


WHAT THE U.S. tourists have experienced. 
of course, is a face-to-face encounter with 
the fundamental 
difference 
between 
their 
wav of life and Communism’s way of life. 
The United States has become wealthy 
and powerful because its whole economic 
system is based on the rewards for individ­ 
ual enterprise. An American naturally gauges 
the worth or progress of another country bv 
the benefits which its 
people 
enjoy—the 
standard of living. 
The Soviet Union sees personal benefits 
for its people as the least important con 
ageratum in its campaign to catch up with 


the economic status of the United States. 
I liable under such a system to do every­ 
thing at once. it is able to concentrate its 
national energies on specific goals where it 
can quickly make 
a 
relatively 
superior 
showing 


That the showing may cover up vast weak­ 
nesses in the system strikes the American 
as a sham Knowing the kind of life he has 
and the related economic power of his coun­ 
try. he finds it hard to understand how the 
Russian people can put up with the kind 
of life they have to lead. 
It is foolhardy, however, to assume that 
they do just because thev live under a dic­ 
tatorship, although that certainly has some­ 
thing to do with 
if 
The Russians have 
been conditioned bv their history and their 
government to accept their way of life. 


THEY It W E the sam e desires for m a­ 
terial comforts that people elsewhere have, 
but they live with the dictator's promise that 
those things will come to them eventually. 
In the meantime, they have national pride 
in their space achievements and even see 
those achievements as further evidence that 
eventually the personal improvement 
will 
come to them 
The Russian is expected to sacrifice his 
personal wants for the sake of the end his 
government wants 
The American expects 
his government to gear its wants to his. 
The most discerning American tourist, the 
Times correspondent savs. comes away from 
Russia with an attitude of mixed skepticism 
and concern about the 
Russian 
scientific 
adv ancements. 
He does not underrate the actual achieve­ 
ments of the Soviet system but he has re­ 
newed faith in the preferability and the 
soundness of h,s own system.

THE 
SECOND “ incident ' o< 
curred early on the morning of

FORCES

Guinea's officially Marxist ally of 
the USSR and Soviet China. Presi­ 
dent Sekou Toure 
He is a man 
who wears two hats—he is presi­ 
dent of the pro-Soviet. Communist- 
controlled African Geneaal Union 
as well as absolute dictator of 
Guinea 
I 
was 
told that he has permit­ 
ted the F’rench Communist party 
and some 1.200 Soviet bloc tech­ 


n ician s 
to operate his 
govern­ 
ment. Mind you, there are French 
Communists in the sub-secretariat 
of every' one of his cabinet de­ 
partments 
He permits only French Com­ 
munists to be his close and con­ 
fidential advisers Mind you, there 
are 1.200 Russian. Chinese, Polish 
and Czech technical “ advisers’’ in 
Conakry, a city of only 75,000 
people, the capital of a land of 
some 3 million persons.

President Toure has joined with 
men and nations dedicated to our 
destruction.

We thought you pursued educa­ 
tion to get a job and then killed 
two birds with onp stone. When 
we got diplomas but didn t get 
jobs. we thought 
someone 
had 
misled us. Someone had 
We weren’t told the difference 
between job training and classic 
education, which is a matter of 
cultivating the mind It s the dif­ 
ference, 
actually, 
between 
job 
training and mind training. 
It's impossible to make a clear 
separation between one and the 
other, because the mind is always 
being trained, whatever is being 
done Job training itself is mind 
training of a kind. 
But it is not the only kind of 
education, though many people be­ 
lieve 
it’s 
the 
only 
kind 
that 
counts. The other kind—that often 
doesn’t seem to count has been 
with us longer and seems likely 
to hang on 
for 
a 
few 
more 
generations. 
It doesn’t tram the educatee to 
do anything specific. He doesn't 
learn to do anything that is in 
the job classification catalog. He 
learns to have solid respect for a 
world of learning in which he has 
been privileged to explore under 
official guidance 
His curiosity is excited 
He promises himself to learn 
more 
Not infrequently, the experience 
causes the learner to continue his 
education as a graduate student. 
And frequently it c a u s e s the 
learner to continue his education 
as a laborer rn the vineyard. He 
becomes a teacher 
There is, then, this other kind 
of 
education, 
which 
must 
he 
thought 
of 
separately, 
because 
it s not job training but mind 
training 
Em ployers don t snit! at it the 
way they used to when some of 
us learned 
that diplomas were 
one thing and jobs another. Some 
corporations that can afford 
to 
wait for {leaches to ripen now put 
non • trade - school graduates on 
their payrolls and wait for their 
educated minds lo mature on the 
job. They hire potentiality 
and 
think they are getting a bargain 
Not every kid in high school 
knows what he would study for if 
he went to college 
Next June, 
some 
graduating 
seniors 
still 
won t know what the} want to do.

The recent election in British 
Guiana

on a lush jungle land, discovered 
bv Christopher Columbus and ex­ 
plored by Sir Walter Raleigh 
Luxuriant foliage covers four- 
fifths of the country just as it 
did when early explorers hunted 
for El Dorado — the city of gold. 
The 
colony 
on 
the northeast 
roast of South America has been 
British since 1814 and is about 
the size of Idaho. 
Large rivers divide 
the rain 
forests and serve as roads to the 
interior. Many originate at Mount 
Roraima. called “ mother of riv­ 
e rs” bv the Indians. Its perpendic- 
ular cliffs half a mile high once 
aroused speculation that life of 
past ages might survive a t o p 
them in a lost world. 
Today gold and diamonds still 
lure men into the jungle. There 
the adventurers find Indians who 
have never seen a European, wa­

a lot of chess. Anyone who plavs 
it must figure out not merely the 
next move hut the move after 
the next and sometimes two or 
three moves afterward, too.

means devastation as well as de 
stmction of human lives rn his 
own country 
He knows that. no matter how 
quickly he may wipe out bases 
inside the United States bv strik­ 
ing the first blow', he cannot at 
the same time render powerless 
all the manned bombers that are 
in the air or located at overseas 
hases hut. most important of all, 
how can he tie sure that American 
submarines — hidden under the 
seas. with their Polaris missiles 
—cannot still inflict terrible de­ 
struction on his own people? 
Would he risk the loss of even 
two or three million lives out of 
his total population’’ Whose lives 
would these be? Nobody in Rus­ 
sia can know, so a whole nation 
would become fearful 
Taking it for granted, therefore, 
that Nikita Khrushchev will not 
risk antagonizing his own people 
bv making them so apprehensive 
of his action as to cause them to 
overthrow him. then what is the 
Soviet ruler s strategy? 
A player who knows he holds 
advantages on the chess board 
plans to follow' them up delib­ 
erately and thus win the game 
The Soviet premier has made up 
his mind to win the B e r l i n 
gam e first. He thinks he has his 
opponents in a trap. 
They talk big but he assum es 
they will not art big. Take, for 
instance, what has happened since 
the sealing off of the border of 
East Berlin. This was a probing 
move by the Soviet premier but 
he found out what he really want­ 
ed to know 
— 
that 
the 
West 
wouldn't 
fight 
a 
nuclear 
war 
over Berlin. 
For all practical purposes, the 
Soviet government has o p e n l y 
acted to annex East Berlin and

He cannot get this im ­ 
mediately, so his strategy is to 
isolate the entire city, and he 
plans to do it by signing a peace 
treaty with East Germany. 
Once this is done, the Allies 
will, of course, not go to war 
over it They will wait to see if 
the air corridors to West Berlin 
are 
blocked. 
The 
Soviets 
will 
harass 
the corridors, 
and 
inci­ 
dent after incident will occur to 
argue about 
There will he “ negotiations” — 


a dilatory process that ran tart 
for years — hut no military con­ 
flict 


Meanwhile Berlin as a Western 
city will gradually deteriorate not 
only in spirit but in its economic 
strength. 


All Mr 
Khrushchev has to do 
is to read the news dispatches 
coming now from London, Parts 
and Washington, and he will reas­ 
sure himself that, even if he signs 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany, the West will not take 
any retaliatory action rn a mili­ 
tary sense.
